
1, In early February 1952, the Volkspolizei Diennts telle (VPD) in Quedlinburg- 
Quarmbeck consisted of: the headquarters with a supply section, a motor 
transport section, g central ordnance section, an artillery supply section, 
a meaical section, and a military band} 3 infantry KommandoS} 1 artillery 
Komraando} and 1 Bonderabteilung (Anad). Details on the composition of 
infantry Komnandos were not available. The structure of the artillery Konnando 
vms as follows: headquarters with tiie commanding officer, the deputy commander 
and PK chief, a party secretary, an FDJ secretary, the chief of staff, the 
chieu of training, an officer in charge of classified documents, and an un- 
determined number of clerksj 1 headquarters Zug consisting of computers, 
radio and telephone operators} 5 batteries with 1 headquarters Zug and 1 gun 
Zug and it guns to each battery. In early February 1952, the artillery R omma n- 
do of the VPD in Quedlinburg-Quannbeck was equipped v/ith 3 model 18 x 105~na 
litfit field howitzers, 1 Soviet 122-ran light field howitzer, and 1 Soviet 
76,2-m AT gun. Source believed that the 1st through J+th 5 onderabte ilunge r. 
were distributed among the infantry Kommarsdos, the 5th and 6th Sondferabteilun- 
gen assigned to the artillery Komrnando, while the 7th S onderabte ilung 
continued as an independent unit and was designated an instruction company.

2, After January 1952, the VPD in Muohlhausen was completely reorganized. Previous- 
ly a Bereitschaft could be considered as the equivalent of a regiment, after 
the reorganization it roughly corresponds to a division. Consequently, the 
•Commandos have become the equivalents of regiments, the Abteilungen became 
Komnandos, the Zuego companies, and the squads Zuege, After the re organized, on, 
an infantry Konmando consisted of 3 Abteilungen, each of which detached a

_ Comments Hie inf ormation on the reorganization of the VFDs in Quodlin- 
burg am ITUeBlhausen is transmitted in one report in order to show noro 
clearly the discrepancies in the statements on the reorganization of the 
V olksp ol izei c . The following prints appear to be of special interest* The 
VPD in Quedl inburg, allegedly, comprised only one Sonde rcbtollung, designated 
'Instruction company, while four such S onderab te ilungcn, namely reconnaissance, 
AT artillery, AAA, and armored units, arc reportedly in existence with the 
VPD in iruehlhaunen* Prior to the reorganisation, the artillery Xaaaandos 
consisted of four batteries each* The !>th battery no m in existence either U * 
the former heavy mortar Senderabteilung (heavy nor tars were mentioned in 
connection with* the VPD in lkiehlb.au sen) or another gun battery (the VPD in 
Quecll inlmrg reportedly has 5 batteries with 1+ guns to each battery) < In 
Quedlinburg, the reconnaissance Ahtellung was distributed among the Infantry 
Koncianrios*' In ? r u©hlhnuscn, however, the infantry Abtoilungen organised 
reconnaissance squads of their own , while a bicycle reconnaissance Ponder** 
abteilung was retained * The armored reconnaissance cars previously assigned 
to the reconnais .'-ance Ahteilunr; have, allegedly, been transferred to the tank

of* the Volkspoliaei some Sonderabteilungen were either distributed among 
the individual Eownandos or incorporated into ther-u It is believed highly 
improbable that the Sondorabte Hunger were split up to the extent that 
components are nor; assigned to the individual Ab tell ungen* The actual 
procedure followed with regard to those E> onderabte ilungon cannot bo determined 
from tho contradictory information available 0 It can only he said with some 
degree of certainty that the 7th Gonderabteilung • (Aimid) and probably also 
the reconnaissance Abteilung continue to exist « There is a possibility that
